Curii. — The  exports  of  corn  show  an  incri'ase  of  ahoiil  half  a  niil- 
iio'i.  Imshels  over  last  year,  lint  tin' demand  eoiiliniies  slow  owing  to 
reduced  eonsnm|ition  in  the  rnited  lungdom. 

Puts. — .'shipments  I'roin  tills  ]iort  have  decreased  ahout  four 
Imndred  th<insand  bushels,  but  a  considi'ralile  ipianlily  w;is  e.vported 
via  Portland  during  the  winter  months.  Judging  from  deliveries,  the 
crop  must  iiave  been  at  least  twenty-ttve  per  cent,  under  that  of  last 
year,  but  its  quality  is  very  good.
